It Will Be a Case of “Simon Pure”
Under the New Laws of Golf
Association.

NEW YORK, Jan, 3.1t looks ke &
rough msedson for “‘amateurs!” There is
every reason to belleve that the pace set
by tha United States Gelf association
At its rocent meoting Iin Chicago, in es-
tablishing & definite boundary Iine, in-
side which the amaleur may roam and
which In so restricted that the slightast
misstep findse the amatsur launched
bayond the pale, will be followed by the
United States Lawn Tennls associstion
and the Intercolleginte Assooiation of
Amateur Athlotes of Americe. And that
any such action taken by the Intercol-
legiate Assodintion of Amateur Athletes
of Amerioa will be followed by the Ama-
teur Athletie union is a foregone con-
clusion.

On the whole, then, it appears as if in
the very mnear future amatelrs in all
hranchea of athletia endeavor will have
a straight and narrow path blased for
them. That the action of the golfers Is
to good purpose cannot be gainsald by
any whe stand for untamished amateur
kport. For too long now the definition,
or mather the various definitions, of an
amateur have been too elastic, with the
result that too frequently the taint of
profeasionalism has been Injected am a
punctuation mark In amateur sport.
